LONDON, May 

HE proclamation of a pen 
of emergency is not equiv- 
alent to the declaration of 
martial law, although for the 
purposes of maintenance of 
public services it approaches a 
state of siege. 

The wide powers of the Gor- 
ernment, however, are placed 
in the hands of district dicta- 
tors appointed by the Govern- 
ment, rather than in the hands 
of the military. These dicta- 
tors, who for the most part are 
civilians, have the support of 
the military and have the pow- 
er of ordering offenders against 
orders in council before a sum- 
mary court.

Freight trains were longer and faster. The av 
age freight train in 1925 consisted of approximate 


5 per cent more cars and earried a load approxi- 
mately 4 per a heen than the best previous 
records, set in 1924. The previous reeord for aver- 
age daily freight car movement, set in 1923, was 
exceeded by nearly 2 per cent in 19209.

CHAPTER II. 


HE BACKHAND 


STROKE—tThe plain stroke and grip.—The 


backhand stroke is not only the crux of the beginner, but often 


the weakness of the international.

the case as it was in less modern times. because more care has been 
given to the technique of the game, its greater speed having made 


the necessity for being armed on both wings more obvious. 
lack of a backhand is the result usually of laziness.

slow and soft it is simple to run toward the left and get round in

forehand. Unless one learns at 


the start, one is left therefore to pick up a backhand when already 


playing moderately well enough for ordinary company. 


What is 


picked up under such circumstances is apt to be a cheap sort, of 
thing, a bargain-counter article, which is not really what you want, 
put something which, having got, you feel bound to put up with and 


make use of somehow. 


It took me six months to learn 
to make a backhand stroke, and 
two years to be able to produce 2 
really good one. After you have 
been a week at it, therefore, do 
not, as 80 many have done, let de- 
spair obsess the brain. G. L. Pat- 
terson and Miss Ryan are only 
two, who may be mentioned, of the 
wonderful players who have 
reached eminence only to discover 
that their backhand was either 
wrongly produced or too vulner- 
able. Rather than continue to 
concede points to their opponents 
unnecessarily, they set themselves, 
with commendable patience, to 
remedy the defect, and became 
greater in consequence. 

In order to acquire a backhand 
stroke, start as before, without a 
ball—and not in a game. A rhyth- 
mic movement is essential. Stand 
in the forehand position. 
several swings thus. Then draw 
the left foot back and _ put the 
right foot forward. The left shoul- 
der will be behind and the right 
shoulder in front. At the same 
time bring the racket round ana 
back, keeping your arm ecasy and 
free. You will see that if you have 
retained the same grip you were 
using for your forehand that the 
face of the racket will be inclining; 
if it is not, then the wrist will 
feel cramped. You will find that 
if in this position you address 

an imaginary stroke at the ball, 
only by a special of elbow pull 
combined with a kind of push can 
you carry it through, also that 
it tends toward the right always 
and seems to resist any other di- 
rection. Not only this, but, as you 
will notice if you make a full 
stroke, watching the progress of 
the racket all the way, the ball wil:

Easy to Correct. 


No remarkable exercise of eru- 
dition is required in order to cor- 
rect these deficiencies. While 
bringing the racket round from the 
forehand—all the movements, re- 
member, must be done simultane 
ously, not in bits by themselves, 
or you would be tied up in contor 
tions—the grip must be changed, 
so that the ball of the thumb rests 
on that part of the octagon of the 
handle which is away from the di- 
rection of the stroke and on the 
top. Thus you have between the 
ball of the thumb and the first 
finger the three top sides of the 
octagon. There are cight faces, of 
course, to the octagon. Two are 
large, corresponding to the {wo 
faces of the rackets, and six are 
small, corresponding to its frame. 
It is along the large face of the oc- 
tagon that the thumb runs upward. 

It is an advantage to let the 
thumb adyance upward along the 
handle, bgeause by this means di- 
rection.4nd power of stroke are 
aided and needless strain upon the 
avoided.

How to Meet the Ball. 


My advice is similar to that 
which I have given for the fore- 
hand. Run not to the spot at 
which the ball will bounce, which 
t am. afraid is rather ai nat: 
ural inclination, but toward the 
place where it may be. expected 
to reach the height of its bounce. 
Beginners, however, should hit 
the ball when falling. It is far 
more difficult to take it hign. 
This will come _ perhaps better 
later. | 

Do not hit on top of the ball 
nor under it, but meet it fairly 
and squarely. 

If you let the ball get behind 
your aim, which should be pro- 
jected directly at the line of its 
flight, you will be thrown into 
some ungainly bodily gyration or 
other in order to correct the angle 
of your shot. 

The weight at the beginning of 
the stroke is on the left foot and 
at the finish has been transferred 
to the right. This transference 
must’ not be done too hastily nor 
must it be out of accordance with 
the swing of the racket.

Length of Swing Varies. 


9 Cut or Slice. Thousands of 
players cut theif backhand owing 
to faulty grips and _ production, 
thereby lessening ‘its value and 
directional quality. If the cut or 
slice is employed, it must be for 
a definite purpose and not merely 
for the sake of doing it. Some 
remarks relative to this are incor- 
porated in Chapter VI, “Singles 
Tactics.’ ; 

In the main, the cut or slice de- 
livered on the backhand is the 
same theoretically as that deliv- 
ered on the forehand, but there is 
a Variation in the length of the 
swing in the case of most players.

The cut is not a jab, nor is it’a 
chop. It is a deliberately conceiv- 
ed and produced stroke, the resyit 
of which is that the ball is hit 
with the racket at an angle, instead 
of flat.

The Mmumber of deaths each day, 
in any city due to its illuminating 
gas rises in more than direct jpro- 
portion to the amount of ratrbon 
monoxide in the gas. 


The automobile has enormously 
increased our exposure to carbon 
monoxide says Dr. Yandrell Hen- 
derson, the distinguished physiolo- 
gist of Yale University. 

The richer the mixture to which 
the carburetor is set the greater 
the fuel consumption per mile, the 
less the efficiency and the more 
the carbon monoxide content. 


Exhaust gas usually contains 
about 5 per cent of carbon mon- 
oxide and will speedily render a 
confined space intensely poison- 
ous. The amount is approximate- 
ly one cubic foot per minute for 
each 23 horsepower. A small 
roadster, therefore, may render 
the atmosphere of a small closed 
garage: deadly in less than 10 min- 
utes. 


The first symptom of carbon 
monoxide poisoning is very often 
inability to stand or walk. 


Neglect to open a g e door 
before starting a car is an increas- 
ingly common cause of death. 


The maximum safe concentra- 
tion in the air to be breathed for 
a quarter to half an hour is about 
four parts in 10,000, but this only 
applies to quite short periods of 
time. 


York City concentrations of one 
in 10,000 are rather common. It 
is therefore injurious to remain 
in them for many hours at a time.
